Wortendyke, who most respectfully submit the following 


BOUNDARIES OF UNION DISTRICT. 


Be «t Resolved, That the boundaries of this district be as 
follows, viz: Commencing at a point on.the west line of Mon- 
tana District, due south of the junction of the south and 
middle branches of Clear Creek, and due east of the east point 
and cone of Douglas mouniàin; thence west te said cone and 
along the main ridge of said mountain, through Union pass; 
thence along the summit of Columbian mountain westerly 
seven miles; thence due north six miles, thence easterly to a 
point due north of the place of beginning; thence south to 
the place of beginning. 


ARTICLE I, AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE OFFICERS 
OF UNION DISTRICT——THEIR TERM OF OFFICE, 
DUTIES AND FEES. 


ELECTIONS, 


The officers of this district shall consist of à 
President, Judge, Recorder, Treasurer and Sheriff 
бес. 2. Said officers shall be elected annually, on the last 
ашу of December, and hold their offices for, the term of 
one year, or until their successors are elected and qualified: 
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unless they shall sooner be remoyed fromyiheir offices for mis-

Szo. 8. Said officeks, before entering hipon the duties of their 

offices, shall take an oath to perform the duties of their 
respective offices to the best of their ability 


PRESIDENT. 7 


Src. 4. The President shall give a bond in the sum of one 
thousand dollars, to be approved by the Judge. 

Өвс. 5. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at 
all the publie meetings of the citizens of the district, when 
called for purposes relating fo public business, and porform 
such other duties as may be required by law. 


MINERS’ MEETINGS. 


Src. 6. The President of the district, or, in his absence, the 
Judge of the miners’ court, shall have power to call a miners’ 
meeting, whenever petitioned in writing by twelve miners, 
provided his fees be paid, and said petition shall specify the 
purpose of the meeting. It shall be the duty of the President 
to post three notices in as many conspicuous places in the 
district, at least five days before the time of meeting, stating 
the time when, and the place where the meeting shall be held; 
and no meeting shall act on any subject of importance unless 
it be specified in the petition. 

Sec. 7. The fees of the President shall be five dollars for 
each meeting at which he may preside. 


JUDGE. 


Src. 8. The Judge shall give 4 bond in the sum of one 
thousand dollars, to be approved by the President. 

Src. 9. It shall be the duty of the Judge to preside at the 
trial of all causes; also at public meetings in the absence of 
the President, and perform such other duties as may be required 
by law. 

Sxc. 10. The Judge of the miners’ court shall keep a regular 
docket of the proceedings had before him, and shall be allowed 
two dollars and fifty cents for presiding ot each trial, and at 
the rate of fifteen cents per hundred words for making out the 
proper papers, except writs for original service in suits, final 


judgments and executions, for each of which he shall be enti- 


tled to fifty cents. He shall also be entitled to ten cents fo 
eaeh oath he may administer in discharging his official dut. 
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RECORDER 


Sec. 11 The Recorder shall give a bond in the sum of one 
thousand dollars, to be approved by the Judge. 

Seco 12 It shall be the duty of the Recorder to safely keep 
the books and records of the disttict, and to file and record all 
proper papers on the payment of his fees, and to act as Secre- 
tary at all public meetings of the district 

Sec 18. The Recorder'shall receive as fees fifty cents for 
each mining claim recorded, and fifty cents per hundred words 
for all other papers 


TREASURER. 


SEC. 14. The Treasurer shall give a bond in the sum of 
fifteen hundred dollars, to be approved by the Judge. 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to в ‘safely keep 
all moneys of the district that may come into his hands, and 
pay the same upon the order of the President, countersigned 
by the Judge 

Sec 16. The Treasurer shall receive at the rate of ten per ` 
cent on all moneys disbursed by him. 


SHERIFF 


Sec. 17. The Shaif shall give a bond in the sum of one 
thousand dollars, to be approved by the Judge 

Snc. 18, The Sheriff shall be allowed fifty cents for the sey- 
vice of all writs and papers, fifteen cents per mile for all 
travel necessary, one dollar and fifty cents for attendance at 
court in each case, and fifteen per cent on all sums under fifty 
dollars, and ten per cent. on all sums over fifty dollars, which 
he may collect. 


ARTICLE II. ESTABLISHING THE MINERS’ COURT, 
AND REGULATING ITS JURISDICTION. 


Sec. 1. A regular term of court, to be known as the mincis’ 
court, shall be held ın this distiict, in some convenient and 
proper place, upon Saturday of each week, at 9 o'clock а m, 
and all writs to be made returnable at said term shail be served 
before the Thursday next preceding; 1f not served they shall 
be returnable at the second term after service. Nothing herein 
shall be so construed as to prevent the trial of criminals at 
any time. 

бес. 2. It shall be the duty of the court io sign all writs 
issuing out of said courts, make all transcripts of judgments 
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required, on payment of his fees, enter judgments, issue 
executions, and pay over to the proper parties all moneys col- 
lected on such judgments and executions, to try all criminals, 
and pay over to the Treasurer all moneys he may receive for 
the district from fines and judgments, and perform such other 
duties as appertain to his office. 

Sec. З. If the Judge of said court shall not be able to attend 
any trial, or be disqualified from any cause to try any suit, or 
if there shall be more business than the court can attend to, 
or if any one shall make his affidavit in writing that he does 
not believe he can have a fair and impartial trial before said 
Judge, the President of the distric! shall preside in the miners’ 
court, at such trial, and when the Judge or President are inter- 
ested parties to a suit, the parties may agree upon a person to 
preside at the trial as Judge, who shall have the same fees as 
the Judge 

Sec. + The miners’ court shall have equity as well as law 
jurisdiction, and may grant writs of injunction in all proper 
cases, and all other motions, upon proper cause shown, to be 
supported by affidavits alone, and to all such other acts as a 
court of equity has power to do. : 

Sec. 5. The miners’ court shallfhave power to fine for con- 
tempts in а sum not exceeding fifty dollars, and may issue 
execution thereon the same as a judgment. > 

Sec. 6. The said court shall have power to appoint its own 
clerk, whenever it shall be necessary, and such clerk shall 
have the usual power of clerks of courts of record. Said 
court shall have а seal, and authentieate any legal paper 
required of the court or its clerks. 


ARTICLE ITI—IN RELATION TO PRACTICE. 


Sec. 1. If any person shall wish to commence a civil action 
in the miners’ court of this district, he shall file with the Judge 
or clerk thereof a statement in writing, setting forth Ins 
ground of complaint, which shall contain all allegations and 
facts necessary to constitute a cause of action, in plain and 
unequivocal Ianguage. Such a statement shall be called a 
petition, and no pleading shall be void on account of form; 
and upon the filing thereof the court or its clerk shall issue a 
writ of summons to be served upon the defendant, to appear 
and answer to the same at the time therein named, or judg- 
ment will be taken against the defendant by default. If the 
relief demanded be for a sum of money, the amount shall be ., 
stated in the summons; if for а sum of money and other relief, !

ihe summons shall state in substance that if the defendant do 
not appear and answer at the time therein named, judgment 
wil be taken against him hy default for the sum of morey 


demanded, and such other relief as the court may seem meet. 


If the remedy applied for shall not be for any sum of money, 
the summons shall ask judgment for the rehef,demanded in 
the petition. 

Sec. 2. The defendant may at any time before the time of 
trial of any cause at law entered in the miners’ court, file his 
answer or demurrer, upen either of which the plaintiff may 
join issue, and if an answer he filed contaimmmg new matter 
irrelevant to the issue, it must be denied or avoided by the 
plaintiff in his reply, and all matters not denied or avóided 
shall be taken as confessed and true. 

Sro. 3. All pleadings subsequent to the petition m equity 
shall be the same as used in the United States courts of equity, 
and the term of three days shall be granted for the fihng of 
gach pleading subsequent to another, until the 1asue is made up. 

Sze. 4. All pleas in equity shall be verified by oath, and no 
remedy in equity shall be allowed where ihe same may be had ' 
at law. 

Sec. 5 In all cases of foreclosure of mortgage or hen of any 
kind upon a claim or other property, the equity of redemption 
shall not extend beyond sixty days. . 

Sec. 6. In cases of judgmenj for partition of claims between 
joint owners, the court shall appoint three disinterested com- 
missioners, and they shall effect such partition. - 

Sec. 7. The rules of evidence as admitted in the courts of 
the United States shall be observed 1n the miners’ court, with 
the exception that either party may be allowed to testify in 
open court to any facts which they are unable to prove by any 
other witness. 

Src. 8. Depositions may be used by this court as evidence, 
provided the witness is sick or unable to attend the place of 
trial, about to leave the country, or is out of the jurisdiction 
of the court, and the adverse party shall have three days’ notice 
of the time ‘when such depositions shall be taken 

“Sc. 9. No cause shall be continued unless upon affidavit of 
a party or his attorney of the absence of a material witness, 
whose evidence is material to the issue as he verily believes, and 
that the said party cannot proceed to trial without the evidence 
of said witness, which he believes he can procure at some 
future time, which he shall state, and for some other good and 
sufficient cause., 

бес 10.'In all cases of special proceedings, the practice 
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prescribed by the laws of Kansas shal! he observed, and when 
in cases of attachment the defendant has left the county, or 
keeps himself secreted within the same so that process cannot 
be served upon him, publication by posting three notices in as 
many conspicuous places in said district for ten days, shall 
be deemed sufficient notice. The order of publication shall 
not be granted unless a summons has been returned by a 
proper officer, which return shall show that he has made dili- 
gent search and inquiry, and cannot learn that the defendant 
is in the district, or that he cannot find the defendant, and 
believes he keeps himself secreted to avoid a service of sum- 
7255, together with other evidence tending to make either of 
JEN TT appear, 

Sec. 11. Garnishee proceedings may issue as ора! of the 
original writ to be served on both defendant and garnishee, or 
separately, or it may issue after execution is returned unsat- 
isfied, and in either case if the garnishee shall pay the demand 
over to the defendant after legal notice, he shall still be held 
liable to the amount of the plaintiffs judgment and costs, if 
he was indebted to that amount when service was made, and 
if in a smaller sum, the amount Le was indebted at the time 
notice was served. 

Src. 12. All special proceedings shall be conducted as. pre- 
scribed by the Judge of the miners’ court, and all motions 
relating to sucly proceedings shell be sustained or approved by 
affidavits alone. 

Sec. 19. New trials of all causes which may be tried shall 
be granted in accordance with the rules of the common law, 
and it shall be discretionary. with the court in all cases to grant 
or d the application 

Suc. 14. No debt or demand of any nafure shall be collected 
by suit in this eotut which has not originated either in coming 
to this mining region or since the arrival of such debtor 
therein, 

Sec. 15. In all eases where the liability of persons in actions 
founded upon contracts, or in mixed actions, is not pointed out 
and defined by the laws of this district, the common law rulgs 
shall apply to such lability. 


ARTICLE IV. TRIAL AND ITS INCIDENTS. 


Sec. 1. In all cases where civil action is hereafter commenced 
in the miners’ court, the plaintiff shall file a bond, with good 
and sufficient suretie-, conditioned to pay all costs which may 
be taxed agdinst him in ease he should fail to recover judg- 
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ment іп said suit, or in.lieu thereof shall deposit with the 
court а sum of money which the court shall fix as surety for 
such costs. 

Src. 2. In case the costs cannot be cdilecied against any 
defendant wherein the plaintiff shall recover judgment, the 
plaintiff shall be held responsible for all costs he shall make 
in said suit. č 

Вес. 3. Upon the return day of the summons, if either party 
call for a jury he shall advance the fees, at the rate of one 
dollar per day for each juror who shall try the case, and in 
case he prevail in the suit the fees so advanced shall be taxed 
against the adverse party; but in case no jury is called for 
the case, it shall be tried by the court. 4 

Sec. 4. When = jury is called for, the court or clerk shall 
call the list of jurors summoned, and each party shall alter- 
nately strike one from the list until the number 18 reduced to 
six, which jury shall then proceed to try the case. 7 

„Sec. 5. If any person shall enter an appeal from a decision 
he shall give notice thereof upon the same day that the verdict 
is rendered, either by giving notice 1n open court or procuring 
the same to be entered upon the docket of the court, and shall 
perfect his appeal in ten days by paying up all costs accrued 
and giving security for future cosis. 

Src. 6. The court of appeals shall consist ef the President 
of the district and twelve jurors If requested, the said court 
shall sit at such times and places as the President shall direct, 
but every case of appeal shall be set for trial within ten days 
from the time the appeal shall be taken, and the decision of 
said court shall be final. 

Sec. 7. A jury of twelve men shall be summoned by the 
Sheriff or his deputies for each term of the court, if demanded 
by either party in any, suit. 

Sec. 8. Parties shall have the right of jury, in equity as 
well as law cases, and in suit cases the jury may render 
special verdicts, upon which the comit may enter judgment 
and issue its decree or order. 

Src. 9. A juror may be challenged for favor, for cause shown 
by his own evidence, or that of others, and each party shall 
have the right of three peremptory challenges. 

Бкс 10. The defeated party shall in all cases be liable for 
costs of suit. 

Seu. 11. In any cause where'judgment may be rendered 
against plaintiff or defendant, (except in case of an attach- 

, ment,) they shall be entitled іо stay an execution for іу 
\ days, by giving a bond, to be approved of by the Judge. 
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Sxc. 12. In all cases where the defendant asks a continuance 
of a cause he shall give bond for any and all costs that may 
accrue after the continuance of said cause; er he shall deposit 
with the Judge a sum of money sufficient to cover all costs in 
said suit. 

Sxc. 18. All executions issuing out of the miners’ court shall 
be made returnable in twenty days from date; and the Sheriff 
shall note on each execution the day he received the same, and 
returm the said execution within the said twenty days, whether 
satisfied or not, with his preper return endorsed thereon. 

8кс. 14. All judgments shall be a lien upon the property of 
the judgment debtor from the first day of the term at which 
such judgment was rendered. 

Szc. 15. All attorneys who practice in this court shall take 
and subscribe the following oath, administered by the Judge: 

“You do solemnly swear, in the presence of Almighty God, 
that you will support the constitution of the United States and 
the laws of this district, and that you will faithfully and hon- 
estly perform the duties of attorney according to the best of 
your ability.” 
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ARTICLE Y. LEVY AND SALE UPON EXECUTION. 


SEC. 1 There shall be exempt from levy and sale upon 
execution, all tools, either mechanical or mining, necessary for 
one person to labor with, all cooking utensils, clothing and 
bedding necessary for the debtor, and three months' provisions. 
If the debtor has a family here, there shall further be exempt 
a house and lot not to exceed five hundred dollars in value, 
&nd such artieles of household furniture as are strictly neces- 
sary, together with a family bible, pictures and relics. 

бас. 2. All property taken in execution shall be posted in 
three conspicuous places in the district for at least ten days 
next preceding the sale thereof. The Sheriff may adjourn the 
sale at any time when it appears that the property posted can- 
not be sold, unless at a great sacrifice, for want of bidders. 

бес. 3. Money collected on executions shall be paid into the 
hands of the court by the Sheriff, to satisfy the Judgment in 
whole or in part that may be recorded on kis books, and 
the court shall pay the same to the proper parties or their 
attorneys. 


ARTICLE VI. CRIMES AND NUISANCES. 


Sec. 1. All crimes committed in this district shall be pun- 
ished as & jury of twelve meri shall direct. 
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Sec. 2. Any person who shall cause’ ny пцівапве affecting 
the health of the people of this district, may be sued for the 
same in the miners court, in the name of Union district vs. 
the defendant, who shall be liable, on conviction, to pay dam- 
ages in a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars and costs of 
suit, for the use of said district. 

Src. 8. If any person shall obstruct any highway, or make 
any pit or hole and leave ıt open upon any usually traveled 
road or trail, во as to endanger hfe or limb, such person or 
persons may be sued as aforesaid far committing a nuisance, 
and be liable to the district ın damages, with costs of suit, as 
provided in section 2, article б. 

бес. 4. Every act of commission or omission which may 
effect the public health or convenience shall be regarded as & 
nuisance, and the person or persons causing the same shall be 
liable accordingly. 

бес. б. After any conviction for a nuisance in the miners’ 
court, if said nuisance is allowed to remain twenty-four hours 
‘thereafter, the person or persons who caused the game, and 
whose duty it should have been to remove it, shall again be 
liable in damages for each and every twenty-four hours after 
a conviction, as hereinbefore provided in this act. 

Ske. 6. Executions for crimes and nuisances shall issue in 
all cases as hereinbefore specified, in the name of the district, 
the same as in any other suit at law. 

Sec. 7. Any person who shall wilfully or maliciously set out 
any fire in this district, or without this district so that it shall 
cdme inte this district and destroy any timber or property, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof 
shall be punished as the court may direct. Nothing herein 
shall be construed so as to invalidate the civil rights of parties. 

Szc. 8. The Judge of the miners’ court shall pay over each 
week to the Treasurer of the district all moneys he may collect 
in favor of the district, for contempts of court and fines of 
every kind, and the Treasurer shall not pay the same out to 
any person unless upon the order of the President and Judge 
of the miners’ court, and said President and Judge shall have 


power to order the payment of said funds for public or chari- 
table purposes. 


ARTICLE VII. PROBATE JURISDICTION. 


Sec 1. The Judge of the miners’ court shall also have pro- 
bate jurisdiction, and shall proceed, as far as practicable, 
aceording to the probate laws of Kansas 
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ARTICLE VIII, WATER COMPANIES. 


Sxc. 1. When water companies are-engaged in bringing 
water into any portion of the mines, they shall have the right 
of way secured to them, and may pass over any claim, road or 
ditch, provided the water shall be so guarded as not to materi- 
ally interfere with any vested rights. 


ARTICLE IX. CUTTING TIMBER. 


бес. 1. Ne person shall be allowed to cut and carry out of 
the district logs or timber of any kind, with the exception of 
sawed lumber. " 

Sec. 2. Any person violating the spirit ef this act shall be 
adjudged guilty of misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
such fine to be collected in the same manner as other judgments. 

Sec. 3. All timber cut and not made use of by being hewn 
or eut into house or saw logs, in thirty days after being felled, 
and if not removed within four months shall be liable to for- 
feiture to the district. : 


ARTICLE X. DEFINING CLAIMS. 


Sec. 1. Claims designated ag lode claims shall include" one 
hundred feet, level measure, in length on the lode, by twenty- 
five feet on each side of the lode. 

Sec. 2. Gulch claims shall comprise one hundred feet in 
length, up and down the middle of the guleh, to the base of 
each mountain. 

Sec. 8. Bar claims shall be one hundred feet in lengih on 
the stream, and extend from the middle of the stream as far 
back as the mining bar extends. 

Sac. 4. Dry or patch diggings claims shall have an area of 
one hundred feet square, and shall be properly laid out and, 
staked before recording. 

Sec. 5. All discovered lodes shall end at any gulch or creek, 
and when discovered on either side of a gulch or creek from 
the first discovery it shall be considered 2 new discovery, and 
receive another name, and parties claiming thereon shall have 
priority of right. 

Sec. 6. Miners shall be permitted to hold one claim by pre- 
emption on each lode, guich, bar and patch in the district as 
real estate. 

Sec. T. Any person claiming оп з lode by discovery shail 
be entitled to two hundred feet thereon as a discovery claim, 
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and he shall set a pest on his discovery, stating the name and 
direction of the lode, time of discovery, and the distance 
claimed as discovery on éach way of the post. 

Sec. 8. All timber growing on the territory of a well defined 
lode shall be the property of persons claiming thereon. 

Sec. 9. No person or persons shall be allowed to hold any 
territory or timber on any lode claim except there is a well 
defined crevice at the discovery of such a lode. 

Src. 10. When lodes cross each other, or one lode runs on 
the territory of another, either party shall have the right to 
work his lode or crevice on the territory of the other, provided 
ihat no surface deposits or other incumbrances shall interfere 
with the rights of the first discoverer. 


ARTICLE- XI. WATER CLAIMS. 


Szoc. 1. Claims designated as water claims or mill privileges 
shall comprise а length on each creek of two hundred and fifty 
feet, straight measure, and each claim shall be properly 
ataked. They shall be held by the first claimants until the 
first day of June, 1861, without improvement. 

Sec. 2. If a bona fide improvement of water power be not 
commenced by the first day of June, 1861, and completed 
within four months thereafter, it shall then be forfeited to the 
distriot, and be sold to the highest bidder, who shall commence 
to improve the same and complete his improvemetrts within 
four months after purchase. АП mill privileges, when 
improved, shall be held as real estate, as 1n the states, 


ARTICLE XIL BUILDING SITES 


Src. 1. Mill building sites may be two hundred and fifty 
feet square, or two hundred by three hundred feet, at the 
option of the pre-emptor, provided they do not interfgre with 
laid out streets. They shall also be duly recorded 

Src, 2. Agricultural claims shall not interfere with nor take 
precedence of mining claims or mill building privileges. 


ARTICLE XII RANCH CLAIMS. 


бес. 1 Ranch or agricultural claims shall consist of one 
hundred acres. 


ARTICLE XIV TOWN SITES AND COMMONS. 


SEO. 1. Be 1t Resolved, That аз much of the valley of middle 
Clear Creek, in Union distriot, as lies between the mouth of 
Вата Creek. and Mad Cieek, excepting the ranch of George 
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Morrill, is hereby declared commons, for the use and benefit 
of the citizens of Union district: about two hundred acres of 
which is to be surveyed and laid out into a town site of suit- 
able lots for business, dwelling, mill and mining purposes, and 

i the remainder of the grounds shall be laid out into out-lots, 
to be donated or sold to the citizens for improvement. 

Sec. 2. Said town site and со nmons shall be under the exec- 
utive management and control of a board of three trustees.— 
The President, Recorder and Surveyor of the district shall 
constitute said board. . 

Src. 8. The President of the board of trustees shall be re- 
quired to give bond in the sum of five hundred dollars, to Union 
district, for the faithful performance of the duties of his office, 
the bond to be approved by the Judge of the miners’ court. 

Sec. 4, It shall be the duty of the President of the district 
io act as President of the board of trustees, to receive all 
moneys arising from the sale of town and out-lots, and to pay 
the same over to the Treasurer of the district within five days 
after the receipt thereof. : 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Recorder of the district 
to aet as Secretary of the board of trustees; to keep a correct 
record of all the official acts of the board, and to safely keep 
all papers and records appertaining to his office as Secretary 
of said board.~ He shall also keep a correct record of all lois 
sold or pre-empted, and when a lot shall be improved accord- 
ing to law he shall endorse the samo on the back of the certifi- 
eate, which endorsement shall constitute a deed in fact and law. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Surveyor elect to survey 
and lay out, as directed by the board of trustees, the town site 
and common, and all ather district property, and to do any 
other surveying in the district that may be required. Не shall 
also keep in his office a correct copy of the record and plats of 
all surveys, for general inspection, and his official acts shall 
be entitled to respect in any court of record. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the town trustees, in their 
executive capacity, to have properly surveyed and platted all 
that territory which is reserved as town sites and commons for 
Union district. They shall prescribe the mode and manner of 
disposing of the lots, and fix a scale of prices upon the same 
from time to time, and do all other things that are usual and 
incidental to their offices. 

Src 8. The fees of the board of trustees shall be three dol- 
larg per day each, when actually employed in their official 
duties; and the fees of the Surveyor shall be four dollars per 
day, when surveying for the district, and for other services,’ 
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according to special contrast with the parties who may employ 
him. 

Sec. 9. All persons desiri ing to build upon and improve any 
portion of the reserved grounds, shall be entitled to one lot of 
suitable size by pre-emption and one by purchase, at such rate 
as may be fixed upon by the hoard of trustees. 

Sec. 10. Any person pre-empting a town lot shall commence 
a bona fide improvement upon the same within sixty days from 
date of record,:and complète said improvement within five 
months from the date of said record: said improvement tó be 
of a bona fide character, and of the value of fifty dollars.

ARTICLE XV. TUNNELS. 


SEC. 1. Any person or persons intending to diive a tunnel 
shall be entitled to two hundred by four hundred feet at the 
mouth of the tunnel for surface deposits. They shall survey 
and stake off said tunnel claim, give notice of its starting 
point, direction and terminus, and shall file a full statement of 
facts with the Recorder. 

Sec 2 The tunnel party shall be entitled to four hundred 
feet on all lodes it may discover while driving the tunnel or its 
branches, and to two hundred feet on all lodes that may be 
discovered after the location of the tunnel, below a surface of 
two hundred feet. They shall also have the right of way 
through all discovered lodes held by other parties. 

Sec. 8. If the work on the tunnel be not commenced within 
thirty days from the date of record the claim shall be forfeited, 
and if not diiven at least five feet each month it shall also be 
forfeited. When a tunnel is driven to a depth of one hundred 
feet it shall become real estate 


ARTICLE XVI. “MISCELLANEOUS.

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shall be filed and kept for public inspection in the office of the 
district Recorder.

Sec. 3. Any officer resigning, removing, or being in any 
manner superseded in office, shall deposit all the books, papers, 
moneys and property of the district, in his, hands, with the 
remaining officers of the district, and a failure or refusal to do 
so may be treated as в misdemeanor, and punished accordingly. 

Sec. 4. Priority of record and of right shall in all cases be 
respected, except when especially provided for. 

Src. 5. There shall be two regular miners’ meetings held 
each year in the district—one to be held on the first Monday 
in March, and the other on the first Monday in October. It 
shall be the duty of the President of the district to post notices 
ten days previous to the time of such meetings. 

Sec. 6. Every white male citizen of Union district, of twenty- 
one years of age, who shall have had an actual residence in 
the district ten days next preceding an election or a regular 
miners” meeting, shall be considered a legal voter. 

Src. 7. Any person knowingly polling an illegal vote at any 
election or regular miners’ meeting, shall be deemed guilty of 
a crime, and be banished from the district, as a jury of twelve 
men may decide. 

Sec 8. This constitution and laws shall not he altered, 
amended or repealed, except at a regular miners’ meeting, and 
shall take effect from and after their adoption. 

Sze. 9. All district laws heretofore enacted, and not in con- 
formity to this constitution and code, are hereby declared 
inoperative, void and repealed.

The natural and common pasturage of this district 
shall be protected for the benefit of the citizens, and no non- , 
resident shall be permitted to drive or herd his cattle or other 
animals, for the purpose of grazing, within the limits of this 
district. 

SEC. 9. Any non-resident who comes or sends his animals to 
graze in this district, or permits them to graze therein with 
his knowledge, or the knowledge of his agents, shall be fined 
at the rate of, five dollars per head of stock for бүегу twenty- 
four hours they so remain. Any train passing through, on its 
way to or from other points beyond our limits, shall be per- 
mitted a reasonable time te pass and graze their teams by the 
way.

Sec. 18. All property and claims of every kind that are or

On all town tots and all forfeited claims, of what- 
ever kind, that shall hereafter be pre-empted, the pre-emptor

Sec. 15. All water powers now held by bone fide residents 
of ‘this Territory, shall be held as real estate. 

It shall be the duty of the Recorder to provide a 
well bound book within two weeks after the passage hereof, 
and to record therein all the laws, by-laws and resolutions of 
this district, im the prder in which they have been and shall be 
passed, with the dates of the passage of such acts or laws. 

At the next annual election, to be held in Decem- 
ber, and every year thereafter, in addition to such officers as 
we.have and such other executive officers as the Legislature 
may provide, there. shall be elected seven, or as many as the 
general laws will permit, councilmen, who shall constitute the
